Are All Men Brothers? 
AN ORPHANAGE has been es- 
tablished in Hiroshima, Japan, to 
care for some of the children or- 
phaned by the A-bomb. According 
to a report in March issue of the 
Bulletin of Atomic Scientists, it 
costs but $2.25 a month to provide 
food, education, everything a child 
needs. Several of those associated 
with the Bulletin and others, includ- 
ing atom scientists, have “adopted” 
orphan victims of the A-bomb. 


GI CHILDREN IN JAPAN are 
crowding missionary orphanages 
there, Reliable estimates place the 
number of these children at over 
100,000. As half-castes they are stig- 
matized in Japan, and the Japanese 
do not feel this is their problem. 

WHITE STUDENTS RALLY: 
When Negro students at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina were 
barred from football cheering sec- 
tions last fall, fourteen student or- 
ganizations rallied to the Negroes’ 
defense, and after their vigorous 
protests the athletic authorities 
speedily withdrew the ban. 

CHRISTIAN BROTHERHOOD: 
The eight delegates from the First 
Unitarian Church of Wichita, 
Kans., were refused admittance to 
the recent Southwestern Unitarian 
Conference Meeting in Houston, 
Tex., because one of the delegates, 
Air Force Major James A. Mayo, 
is a Negro. Their minister, Rev. 
J. H. Telfer, stated, “Brotherhood is 
not optional in the kind of world 
we live in today. Nor is praising 
brotherhood enough . . . The issues 
are: 1. Shall non-whites be accorded 
equal status with whites within Un- 
itarianism? 2. Shall the normal proc- 
esses of democracy be allowed to 
continue within our churches and 
conferences even when important 
questions of social privilege are be- 
ing decided? These are reflections 
in ecclesiastical affairs of the chief 
dilemmas confronting mankind. The 
answers our churches achieve will 
determine our wider influence.”

HAT IS MOSCOW’S NEXT MOVE? Why are the Communists 
keeping the war alive in Korea? These questions have importance 
now because military forecasts have warned of war in Europe this summer. 
“Europe will be next,” they said. There is a good clear reason why the 
Korean hills are still flaming — the war in Asia keeps the Western world 
divided, but a Communist assault in Europe would likely unite the West. 
There is no evidence that Moscow has any plans afoot for Russian 
armies to march against any point, yet there is abundant evidence that 
the politburo will continue to do all possible to undermine, impoverish, 
confuse and divide the Western capitalist powers — especially if the Rus- 
sians can do this while continuing to preserve and harbor their own re- 
sources. The war in Korea is consuming our resources and keeping alive 
the U. S. determination to maintain a military domination over the Far 
East, which irritates many European countries that have had large interests 
in Asia. This domination demands that Japan be rearmed which antago- 
nizes India, Burma, Indonesia, the Philippines and others who suffered 
terribly from Japanese militarism. Also we will see to it that there’ll be no 
trade between Communist China and Britain, between China and Japan, 
or between China and other Asian nations, or China and hungry European 
countries—while we rather blindly ignore the fact that Japan and our 
other Asian friends cannot survive without trade with China. So from the 
Moscow view, everything is progressing nicely in Asia. 

In Europe, by pressure tactics, we are forcing the Western 
European nations — with West Germany — to unite bit by bit, politically, 
economically and militarily. We are also forcing them to rearm. In the 
drive for political and economic unity we are achieving a great and meri- 
torious contribution to coming generations, for a prosperous united Europe 
is the most effective barrier against communism we could raise. Stalin 
knows this and fears it. But we have also carried two great and possibly 
fatal flaws into our plans -— the perpetuation of the division of Germany 
and the forced rearmament of Western Europe and Germany. Europe 
is so near the brink of poverty, that rearmament cannot be accomplished 
without such economic distress as well may open the door to Communist 
revolt from within. A divided Germany and a rearmed West Germany 
means a rearmed East Germany, and the threat of civil war. Impoverished 
nations and civil strife are the prime weapons of communism. With great 
brevity, this outlines the real points of danger in the coming weeks. 


MERICAN MEDICAL PRACTICES affect the lives of all of us, and 
one of the most important transitions in the history of American 
medicine is now taking place. Yet because so many wealthy publishers 
and radio managers share the ultra conservative views of the American 
Medical Association, the public has heard little of these recent develop- 
ments. When the AMA had blocked almost every effort to bring about 


many needed changes in our medical services, both as related to national

American headlines continue to 
play up the weaknesses of the Brit- 
ish health program and ignore or 
falsify the significant aims of the 
British medical system which has 
won the unanimous support of the 
British people and of the vast ma- 
jority of their medical and dental 
scientists. For a fair view of this 
important issue, see the report in 
the United Nations World for June, 
written by one of England’s lead- 
ing medical scientists, Dr. Stephen 
Taylor, Governor of the University 
College Hospital, London, and one 
of the editors of “The Lancet,” Eng- 
land’s foremost medical publication. 
Dr. Taylor summarizes the public 
opinion polls which reveal that 85 
to 90 per cent of the British people 
are well satisfied with their exper- 
ience in government-directed medi- 
cal service. He points to the base of 
this service which is seldom men- 
tioned in America — that no one 
is compelled to use the health serv- 
ice—anyone who cares to can have 
his own private physician. Almost 
all doctors are allowed to do both 
health service and private work, yet 
94 per cent of the British public 
are voluntarily registered as national 
health service patients. 

“Of course the national health 
service still has many faults which 
must be fairly and honestly examin- 
ed,” states Dr. Taylor. “Yet the rea- 
sons for its enormous success are 
even more important... First, of 
these reasons is the blending of 
common sense, humanity and 
Christian ethics, which provides 
the mainspring of the whole con- 
ception. ‘I was sick and ye comfort- 
ed me’... ‘to give and not to count 
the cost.’ That we conceive should 
be the tradition of medical service 
all over the world. Since the turn 
of the century, medical investiga- 
tion and treatment have become 
progressively more. expensive,” 
points out Dr. Taylor. “Scarcely 


one in a hundred people can afford 
(continued first col., NEXT page)

to face the full cost of major ill- 
ness on a cash basis. To expect 
them to do so is to invite crippling 
debts and mortgages . . . Yet the 
community as a whole can afford 
these services... Let all pay when 
they are well according to their ca- 
pacity to do, and let all benefit 
when they are sick according to 
their need. To most of us in Brit- 
ain this simple common 
sense.” 

The physicians and dentists of 
Britain have not become impover- 
ished as is so popularly believed in 
this country. In fact, doctors as a 
whole are financially rather better 
off since the coming of the service. 
True, the specialist no longer gets 
a chance to make his $60,000 to 
$80,000 a year. Equaily, he no 
longer has to wait 10 or 15 years 
for a living wage and to pay back 
his educational debts, as was often 
the case in Britain before the war, 
The average doctor’s income in 
England now from the public serv- 
ice is over $11,000 a year, —in 
England a very large income. 

The change in attitude of the 
doctors toward the public system 
was revealed recently when the 
present Churchill Government sug- 
gested charging a shilling for all 
prescriptions, and 20 shillings for 
dental treatment. It was expected 
that the doctors and dentists, 90 
per cent of them staunch anti- 
Socialists, would welcome this 
move away from the Socialist sys- 
tem. Instead, both the British Med- 
ical Association and the British 
Dental Association protested against 
these charges, both doctors and 
dentists objecting to taking money 
from their patients. Yet less than 
four years ago the same doctors 
were protesting at the Government’s 
refusal to allow them to take cash! 
Dr. Taylor refutes the dishonest 
propaganda put out by the Ameri- 
can medical groups that doctors 
are under political domination. He

answers the frequent questions, 
“What of the doctor’s freedom 
within the service? Is he at the 


mercy of politicians? Is he restrict- 
ed as to his political and intellec- 
tual freedom?” The answer to these 
questions is that these dangers were 
appreciated in advance and all have 
been guarded against. Any doctor 
in the national health service is 
free to belong to any political party, 
from Conservative to Communist, 
to speak on any political platform, 
to publish his knowledge or opin- 
ions without submitting them to 
any superior. (That’s more than an 
American doctor can do, for if he 
publishes some theory that is con- 
trary to the policy of the American 
Medical Association, he may lose 
his standing as a doctor. —Ed.) 
Neither general practitioners nor 
specialists have any superior offi-

and community health programs and private medical services, the lead- 
ing advocates of medical reform resorted to the extreme tactics some 
years ago of advocating an all-out prepaid nationally sponsored medical 
insurance system. It is known now that few of those advocating this 
system ever expected it would be adopted, but they did believe that such 
measures would awaken the public to the need and dynamite the dam 
which the AMA had built against all medical progress. This has been 
accomplished. For five years now the public has heard more, thought 
more about medical practice and public health than ever before in our 
history, while AMA has spent large sums in a frantic fight to preserve 
completely unchanged the status quo of private practice. Many popular 
magazines have dared to come out with articles exposing the widespread 
racketeering in medicine and surgery, such as the system of kickbacks 
to specialists, the ghost surgery prevailing in many hospitals, the refusal 
of otherwise reputable physicians to serve in emergencies unless their 
fees were guaranteed on the spot, etc. 

It has slowly become apparent that many doctors, especially the 
younger men, are aware of the obstructionism of the AMA and are eager 
to promote reasonable reform. Because Between The Lines has always 
opposed all forms of socialized medicine, but yet has been prompt to re- 
port these developments, we have had letters from many doctors who 
recognize the need of medical reform and urge us to continue our re- 
porting on this subject. These doctors share with us the belief that a revi- 
sion of many aspects of medical practice is needed, such as a complete 
health prepaid insurance coverage available to all citizens but organized 
within the framework of our free enterprise system and without state dic- 
tation or control. Such methods of medical care are already being impres- 
sively demonstrated in several cooperative community clinics, and co- 
operative hospitals are in operation in several cities, but even these efforts, 
free of all political domination, have been fought savagely and without 
honesty or conscience by the AMA. (See BTL, Sept. 17, ’51). 

Against the background of these developments, President Truman, 
realizing that the public and the medical mind was now open to the sub- 
ject, appointed a Commission on the Health Needs of the Nation to 
survey the health problems of America and to make recommendations, 
That Commission is headed by one of America’s most distinguished 
medical scientists and surgeons, Dr. Paul B. Magnuson, and is made up of 
men of equal medical stature, Yet the AMA (which is ruled almost entire- 
ly by wealthy practitioners whose motto — if we are to judge by the rec- 
ord — seems to be: Profits first, the patient second, and science last) has 
carried on a campaign against the Commission that by its very nature 
has brought further disrepute to the AMA among thousands of its doctor 
members. During the recent convention of the AMA, the obstructionist 
leaders fought to have Dr. Magnuson repudiated and stigmatized for 
his efforts to aid in the survey of American health conditions! Dr. Mag- 
nuson and his many followers fought back, and while the convention did 
finally take action condemning what they called “the Truman Commis- 
sion” for its political aspects, Dr. Magnuson had so much support in the 
convention that much more moderate resolutions were passed on other 
aspects of the Commission’s survey. Dr. Magnuson, speaking before the 
National Association of Science Writers recently, charged that the AMA 
is spending $100,000 a year with a prominent public relations firm to 
fight an “obscene and vulgar battle” against all efforts by the Govern- 
ment to improve medical care. These “highly paid publicists,” he said, 
were making a political “football” of the American people’s health and 
he stated that the “forgotten man” in the AMA fight was the “citizen in 
need of more and better medical care.” Dr. Magnuson opposes plans that 
would mean “complete socialism” and likewise opposes those persons 
who would “let American medicine operate on a basis of callous laissez- 
faire.” 

The important factor now is that the AMA is split wide open — 
with thousands of doctors conscious of the necessity for change and pre- 
pared to promote reasonable and progressive measures that will meet 
the needs of a growing complex industrial society and yet preserve the 
best of America’s medical traditions. We can now expect these changes 
to come quite rapidly. 

At the suggestion of changes in American medical practice, the 
die-hards in the AMA shout back, “We need no change — everything 
is fine the way it is.” That was the way they shouted at Pasteur, Lister 
and other scientists whose discoveries disturbed the status quo of medical 
practice in their day. Is there need of change and improvement? Here is 
one answer: On June 11, Gen, L. B. Hershey, director of Selective Serv- 
ice, revealed that almost 45 per cent of the young men examined since 
1948 have been found unfit for military service, chiefly for health 
reasons — physical and neurological! Through the years the percentage 
of rejectees has steadily climbed, and military leaders insist that this has 
not been the result of higher standards of military requirements; to the

cers; each is on contract with the 
ccmmittee or board, half of whom 
are members of the medical profes- 
sion. Conditions of service are de- 
termined by negotiating machinery; 
appointments to vacancies are made 
by uncorruptible, non-political, pro- 
fessional committees and there are 
arrangements for arbitration in in- 
dividual disputes. Patients’ com- 
plaints are investigated and in cases 
of gross abuse a doctor can be dis- 
missed from the health service. For- 
tunately such cases are rare. Dr. 
Taylor describes the enormous im- 
provement in the British hospital 
system, which now provides hos- 
pital facilities in parts of the coun- 
try where they were unknown be- 
fore. 

It is tragic indeed that, while there 
is no need for such a system to be 
introduced in America, the Amer- 
ican people are not receiving a fair 
picture of this important experiment 
involving another great section of 
the English-speaking race, the re- 
sults of which will inevitably have a 
tremendous influence upon the en- 
tire progress of Western civilization, 





ARMY MAKES MEN? Reports 
from Army medical authorities re- 
veal a shocking increase in chronic 
alcoholism among young American 
soldiers in Germany. (See Wash- 
ington Times-Herald or New York 
Daily News, March 12th.) Ameri- 
can Army hospitals in Munich, for 
instance, are crowded with GIs be- 
tween the ages of 19 and 25 who 
are no longer fit for duty because 
of alcoholism. Army doctors state 
that this deplorable situation has 
increased steadily during the past 
18 months. While most of the men 
under treatment are cured and re- 
turned to duty, a number are be- 
ing evacuated home for discharge 
as undesirables. 

The Army doctors charge that 
foremost among conditions con- 
tributing to this situation are the 
Army clubs for enlisted men which 
serve “almost unlimited amounts 
of hard drinks.” Lads too young to 
know how to drink are thrown into 
this atmosphere by American mili- 
tary leadership, a debasing atmos- 
phere created by an obvious collu- 
sion between that leadership and 
the conscienceless American liquor 
interests. The doctors state that the 
Army seemingly cannot find 
enough for the occupation troops 
to do, with the result that most of 
the hours of the week hang heavily 
on their hands. Homesick and bor- 
ed, they seek entertainment and 
companionship in the alcohol pro- 
vided by U. S. Army clubs and the 
girls provided by numerous Ger- 
man night clubs. 

Is this what the promoters of 
Universal Military Training mean 
by saying that Army life will be 
beneficial to American youth?

ANY PRAISE OF CHIANG- 
KAI-SHEK is headlined by many 
newspapers, but information from 
authoritative sources which presents 
a balanced and historically accur- 
ate picture of Chinese conditions is 
usually ignored or suppressed by 
the same papers. 

A noted former missionary edu- 
cator in China, Dr. Alfred B. Star- 
rett, in the Baccalaureate sermon 
at Vassar, stated, “I returned home 
only to find the American people 
caught up in a wave of irrational 
hysteria built up by power-hungry 
men using tools supplied by the 
China lobby.” (See BTL, June 1, 
1952). Dr. Starrett said that he had 
found that “One could not state 
the simple facts of what one had 
seen with one’s own eyes in China 
without being labeled a fellow-trav- 
eler of the Communists.” He told 
of the passionately dedicated spirit 
of the Communists who in their fa- 
natical belief in their doctrines were 
able to win over great sections of 
the Chinese youth. “We can only 
combat such a movement by com- 
bining religion and scie 
and knowledge con- 
cluded the missionary educator. 

FREEDOM IN AMERICA: One 
of the most important events relat- 
ed to freedom of thought in Amer- 
ica has been the recent ruling of the 
Supreme Court regarding the mov- 
ing picture, “The Miracle.” Direct- 
ed by Roberto Rosselini, the film 
portrays the story of a simple Ital- 
ian shepherd girl who is seduced by 
a stranger, who she thinks is St. 








Joseph, and thus she regards her 
child as miraculously conceived. 


While the film was held to be a 
great work of art by critics and 
considered to contain no intentional 
ridicule of Catholic doctrine, the 
hierarchy in New York State, where 
the film was first shown in this 
country, brought strong pressure on 
New York officials to ban the film, 
The N. Y. State Board of Regents, 
yielding to this pressure, denied a 
license for the distribution of this 
film. But the Supreme Court ruled 
that the above action was contrary 
to American concepts of freedom 
under our Constitution and that 
N. Y. had no right to ban the film. 

The significance of this contro- 
versy is that two of the most influ- 
ential Catholic publications in 
America backed the Supreme Court 
ruling! “The Commonweal,” a 
Catholic weekly published by Cath- 
olic laymen, commented “What was 
really at stake in this controversy 
was the uniquely lay character of 
the American state. The civic pow- 
er was in danger of playing the role 
of theologian by attempting to de- 
termine a properly religious con- 
cept.” A similar position was taken 
by the “Indiana Catholic and Rec- 
ord,” official newspaper of the 
Archdiocese of Indianapolis. Al-

contrary, efforts have been made to utilize men with minor handicaps 
and also make correctional treatment available to raise the draftee’s level 
of fitness, 

Hence, the plain truth is that the “Socialists,” the “Communists” 
or the “Truman left-wingers” — to quote the AMA, —are not the ones 
who will suddenly force “state medicine” on America. If the American 
medical system does not institute numerous thorough-going changes soon 
to correct a general over-all health situation in which nearly half of the 
American youth called up are unfit for military service, some type of 
state-directed medical system will come at the demand of the Army, 
Navy and Air Corps.

ISUNITY EXAGGERATED: The public isn’t getting a very accurate 
picture of the present political campaign because so much of the 
press and radio is highly partisan, strongly pro-Eisenhower or pro-Taft 
and almost all roaringly anti-Truman.

FREEDOM IN CATHOLIC 
ARGENTINA: The gradual grip 
of censorship over the newspapers 
of Argentina by the dictatorship of 
the Peron regime has been widely 
publicized. One of the few remain- 
ing sources of information on po- 
litical activities of Argentina has 
lately been the published volumes 
of the Argentine Congressional 
Record. Since all newspapers are 
forced to suppress criticisms of 
Peron’s regime, the Argentine Con- 
gressional Record has gained enor- 
mous circulation among those in- 
terested in the legislators who speak 
in opposition to Peron’s expanding 
tyranny, But now a new ruling for- 
bids the reporting of any speech in 
the Argentine Congressional Rec- 
ord that voices opposition to the 
Peron forces. Only the subject of 
the speech is now permitted — ex- 
cept those in favor of Peron; these 
are still reported in full. 

Other news from Argentina indi- 
cates that there may be political up- 
heavals in that country soon. Per- 
on’s wife, the ailing Evita, who has 
shared the dictator’s power, is not 
expected to live but a few more 
weeks. Forecasts are being made by 
top American newsmen that the 
death of Madame Peron, who has 
perhaps been the more forceful of 
the two, might touch off rebellion 
among those large groups that have 
been especially affected by repres- 


sive measures emanating from 
Madame Peron’s influence. Argen- 


tina has for months been on the rim 
of an economic collapse; it would 
take very little to spark a widespread 
political and economic conflagration. 





Guns vs. Children 

Over 50 million children have been 
helped in the war-ravaged areas of 
the world through the United Na- 
tions International Children’s Emer- 
xency Fund, established in 1946. 
UNICEF now aims to make a per- 
manent contribution to the welfare 
of these millions through relatively 
small amounts of continued assist- 
ance so designed as to build perma- 
nent projects, which can be main- 
tained by means available within 
these countries. 


But now a move is on in Wash- 
ington to strangle the life out of 
UNICEF! Only $2 million have 
been provided to meet its budget of 
about $19 million for the current 
year. Congress provided $75 mil- 
lion in the post-war years of 1947- 
8-9 and $5,750,000 for 1950-1. 
But there is now a determined ef- 
fort in Congress to further drasti- 
cally curtail support for UNICEF. 
Some congressmen feel that the 
World Health Organization or the 
Food and Agriculture Organization 
should do the work which UNICEF 
is doing, since both are permanent 
organizations of the UN, but the 
fact is that neither WHO nor FAO 
are able to add UNICEF to their 
programs; the funds and_instru- 
mentalities are simply not available. 
So, while tens of billions continue 
to be poured out for arms, much of 
which is admittedly lost in sheer 
waste, mismanagement, or obso- 
lescence, — American leadership 
cannot afford a few million dollars 
to continue the one program which 
has done so much to reinforce the 
bulwarks of democracy in the lives 
of millions of young people who 
live on the very rim of the Commu- 
nist expansion. 


Even more serious is the under- 
ground movement in this country 
to strangle the life out of the United 
Nations itself. A study of the files 
of leading newspapers will reveal 
that it has not been the Russian 
veto or the obstinate obstructionist 
tactics of the Russian delegation 
which has turned the tide of Amer- 
ican support from the UN. 
The trend toward undermining the 
UN by strong American interests is 
intimately linked with the growth

So it goes, Although Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson is still the target for the poisoned arrows of the painted 
warriors of the Taft-McCarthy camps, the Secretary of State is now high- 
ly respected by the majority of congressmen and even Taft has said 
warm and complimentary things about Acheson to friends.

European Treaty program. While there is a wider partisan split over 
policy in Asia, both parties recognize the Korean War as a sad and dis- 
astrous fiasco, and while the GOP call it “Truman’s War,” they all know 
that the Republicans whooped and hollered the loudest for “standing up 
to the Reds” in Korea in June, 1950. 

THE GOP: The many so-called surprise moves in the presidential 
campaign are in reality quite normal and have followed in natural se- 
quence. For instance, the maneuver to put Gen. MacArthur into posi- 
tion as keynote speaker at the GOP convention was anticipated months 
ago as a drastic move by the GOP old guard to head off Eisenhower 
This sets the stage to steam-roiler Taft into the first spot, but if Taft 
can’t make it, you'll see the biggest blast of political fanfare in the history 
of the GOP convention to wedge MacArthur in ahead of Eisenhower — 
or if a Taft-Eisenhower deadlock develops, to thrust Gen. MacArthur on 
ahead to stop Gov. Warren of California whose liberal, positive views 
panic the GOP inner circle. 

The GOP drama in Chicago will pivot on whether MacArthur’s 
convention oratory can repeat the emotional magnetism of those first 
speeches after his return. If he can do it again, the convention may be 
stampeded Taft’s way, or in an emergency toward MacArthur himself. 
Taft can’t turn on that particular brand of mass hypnosis, and, as it turns 
out, neither can Eisenhower. The backers of Eisenhower had banked 
heavily on Ike’s doing a spell-binding job when, he came home, but the 
magic was missing, so the Eisenhower campaign is down to bed-rock 
slugging, and they are now having to do it the hard way. 

THE DEMOCRATS: Just as the wealthy clique in the GOP have 
an Eisenhower on their hands that they don’t really want, so has the 
Democratic Party machine got its gears jammed over Kefauver. The 
Democratic strength is a combination of big city machines, closely tied 
to the labor vote, and the “solid South,” which writhes and swears over 
the Democratic Party’s civil rights stand but still votes Democratic — 
except for two or three Dixiecrat states. Kefauver has gained phenomenal 
vote aap without any party backing and despite much party snip- 
ing. The big city Democratic machines fear him; labor is warming up to 
him, and the South will at least accept him more warmly than they ever 
could take Truman or Stevenson. So the cry in the Democratic camp is, 
“For heaven sakes find somebody as young and good looking as Kefauver 
whom labor will love, who won’t threaten the big city Democratic 
machines with their multitudinous ward-heeler gambling tie-ups, who 
won’t scare the South with civil rights, and who has a wife as pretty as 
Mrs. Kefauver.” If you know any one, phone Harry. 

OTHER NAMES: Associate Justice William O. Douglas has been 
frequently mentioned by liberal business leaders, as has Paul Hoffman, 
chief Ike-backer and noted progressive industrialist, whom some feel 
would have made a better candidate than Eisenhower. 

One of the most worthy but least known candidates is Gen. Her- 
bert C. Holdridge, great liberal leader who, out of his West Point back- 
ground and distinguished military career, is a sincere and effective advo- 
cate of progressive, Christian-minded domestic and international policies. 
Gen. Holdridge has been a strong opponent of UMT, has spoken boldly 
for a more intelligent, less hysterical attitude towards Russia. An un- 
compromising foe of communism, he believes however that our military 
Xtremism is doing more to aid the Red revolution than hinder it. But 
because he is a high-ranking military figure, because he is a liberal- 
minded progressive social scientist (with an M. A. from Columbia Uni- 
versity), he is hated by the big military and big business groups. Hence 
a clan mp-down on news about his candidacy has been maintained in most 
of the press and radio.

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color that has alarmed great Amer- 
ican commercial interests which in 
turn have started the underground 
drive in this country against the 
UN. Evidence of this underground 
drive can be found in the fact that 
today almost every major organiza- 
tion under the domination of these 
conservative interests —the  ex- 
treme right-wing reactionary ele- 
ments of the GOP, the American 
Legion and the D, A. R., the Hearst 
Press, the McCormick Press (Chi- 
cago Tribune and N. Y. News, 
etc.), Scripps-Howard papers, etc. 
— have all been openly and secret- 
ly feeding flames of resentment 
against the UN, And now some of 
the most influential voices in Con- 
gress are slyly working to curtail 
this country’s financial support of 
the UN in a way that will further 
undermine the UN authority. 

The proportion of financial sup- 
port derived from each country for 
the UN is legally determined by the 
budget committee of the General 
Assembly. Our share of the budget 
for the year 1949 was 38.92 per 
cent. As other nations have recov- 
ered from the destruction and im- 
poverishment of the last war, they 
have voluntarily assumed a larger 
load and last year our apportion- 
ment was reduced to 36.9 per cent. 
However, there is a movement on 
in Congress to ignore the legal body 
within the UN, which determines 
these proportions, and to issue an 
ultimatum that the U. S. would not 
contribute more than one third. 
American representatives on the 
UN budget committee have tried to 
meet this crisis by effecting within 
the UN circles a reduction of the 
American proportion to 33.33 per 
cent. But the groups in Congress 
are seeking to force this reduction 
by American action outside the 
UN which, of course, would ser- 
iously undermine the authority of 
the UN itself. The UN cannot 
stand as an international body of 
authority if each nation makes its 
decisions independently of that 
body’s authority. American selfish- 
ness and narrow nationalism is do- 
ing as much to rob the UN of its 
influence as the Russian veto. There 
has also been much selfishness 
shown by other nations — for ex- 
ample, the Dutch, French and Brit- 
ish in protecting and furthering 
their own colonialism above the 
UN’s general objectives. But the ef- 
forts to strangle the UN World 
Children’s relief program and to cut 
U. S. support of the UN by this il- 
legal means will further seriously 
weaken the only organization which 
stands today offering hope to a 
war-weary, impoverished and divid- 
ed world. Express your sentiments 
on both of these matters to your 
own congressman for he is under 
much pressure from other sources.
